FROM OUR SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT. 


Antwerp, Joly, 1867. | 


My last was from Brussels. I intended 
to speak of Waterloo in that letter but did. 


not have space. 


- WATERLOO. 


The battle field is distant about twelve 
Our party was very 


miles from Brussels. 
silent as we rode through the dark woods 
‘aed emerged at the village of Waterloo. 
In a quaint looking house on the main street 
of this village Wellington had his head- 


quarters.

As soon as our carriage was ‘Senseneeh,} 


a swarm of beggars lit upon us—beggars 


young and old, in every stage of dilapida-. 


tion. A sad sight those fellow beings pre- 


sented. Arethese the moral debris of the 


great battle field ? 


We passed on beyond the little village of 


Mont Saint Jean to the very center of the 


battle field. Here a great earthen mound 


several hundred feet high marks the focal 
point of the British line. From the top of 
this mound we have a fine view of the whole 
field, and can easily recall the events of the 


battle which decided the fate of Europe. 
The ground is only slightly uneven. Just 


below us, a little to the right, is a gentle de- 


“pression, in which Wellington’s cavalry were 


hidden. Yonder is the chateau of Houge- 
mont, which the French attacked so per- 
sistently all day, and in which many wound- 
ed men of both nations perished by fire. 


The British entrenchments around the or-. 


chard are still. visible. The garden wall 


and gates are still, as at the close of that. 


day, battered and torn by bullet marks. 
Those hastily torn holes in the wall were 
made by the British soldiers as loop-holes. 
for musketeers. | | 
Napoleon advanced very rapidly. The 
campaign lasted but four days. In that 
time 50,000 men were destroyed. The bat- 
tle of the eighteenth of June, 1815, on this 
spot, commenced at 11 a.m. and ended, at 7 


_P.M., in the utter overthrow of Napoleon. 


It is easy. to understand, from the nature 
of the ground, how disastrous to Napoleon 
were the rains which fell during that brief 
campaign. His artillery was ruined in this 
soft soil. 


Over by that dark line of woods to the 


left, General Bulow advanced to the aid of 
Wellington. In the declining light the 
French thought it was Grouchy, with his 
. division, This new force upon the French 
flanks was more than they could bear. The 
flight was precipitous ‘and ruinous. Even 


_ | Napoleon’s baggage and carriage were left. 
_ on the field. 


In a little museum at ‘the foot of the 
mound are some interesting relics of the 


‘battle field. Among others are autographs 


of Wellington, Napoleon, and Blucher.

~ 92, 1815, containing Wellington’s official 
_ despatches per courier, are very interesting. 
His account of the battle is good pepeink 
on the spot.
